tions has given way to belief, as inter- 
course has proved the fertility of our 
soil. 
California has an advantage over 


the rest of the world in her agricultur- 
ists ns a class. As n general rule, peo- 
ple of broken-down purses and constitu- 
tions do not come to California. 
Our 


recruits are usually from the successful 
ranks who wish to employ their genius 
and money in a faster country than the 
slow-going East or Europe. Then, again, 
the climate, soil, etc., lighten tho work 
of toil. This lighter work in the field 
gives the brains a chance to work, and 
the consequence is that the many labor- 
saving inventions that have advanced 
our State in the last ten years have been 
the inventions of practical farmers. 
Nearly every machine introduced here 
from the East has been modified and 
improved to meet the demands of the 
place. The bungling gang plow of In- 
diana hns bcca improved until it is now 
an indispensable aid to our agriculture.

A Mother Attempts to Cut Her ( liil-

In yesterday's TisinrxK (illusion was 


made to a suicide at Snn Lorenzo. The 
following arc fie facts iu the case, in de- 
tail: The wife of Gustave Edlenmn hung 
herself in ft woodshed, iu the rear of her 
residence.

She 
was cut down at once, but life -was ex- 
tinct, It appeared that the woman, 
when left alone, took a knife, went into 
the shed, stood in a chair, placed the 
ropo on the hook and around bar neck, 
severed the arteries of her left arm and 
then kicked away the chair, when the 
rope tightened and produced strangula- 
tion.
